BIRD FEEDERS 
SHOULD GO UP 
NOW FOR WINTER 


This 
is 
the 
season, 
between 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, when 
bird feeders should go up. They will 
make the birds happy and you will 
I glean a large measure of pleasure 
1 and 
satisfaction 
from 
watching 
1 them eat their fill of seeds, suet and 
I peanut butter. 
i 
Orange slices and sections, slices 
I of apple, raisins, bread and cracker 
1 crumb*, a beef bone with scraps 
attached and cereals are other deli­ 
cacies to delight the birds. Provide 
a pan of water near the feeder. 
There are seed-eating birds, in- 
sect-cating birds and birds that eat 
both seeds and insects. H ie seed- 
eaters, cardinal and junco, fox, song, 
white-throated 
and 
many 
other 
sparrows, grosbeak, goldfinch, blue 
Jays and others are happy with the 
sunflower, hemp, milo, canary and 
other seeds found in the wild bird­ 
seed mixtures put up by bird-feeder 
manufactures. 


Insect Eaters 
Insect eaters, such as the wood­ 
pecker. nuthatch, chickadee, blue­ 
bird and catbird, go for the special 
suet-seed cakes, peanut butter and 
suet cakes, plain suet and meat 
scraps. The seed-eating birds take 


j the seeds from these cakes. 
With all the foods, especially fo r; 
birds, now available and the large 
I assortment of feeders in which they j 
are. used, feeding the birds has been j 
greatly simplified. There are a few 
' rules that should be followed for 
assured success. Always place the 
j food where it can be seen by the I 
! birds. They hunt food by sight so 
they must see it before they will stop 
at tile feeder. 
Select 
feeders 
that 
are simple 
in design and comparatively ’ open j 
in nature. Birds hesitate to go into 
dark, complicated structures that 
might have the appearance of a 
trap. It is always best to protect! 
loose seed supplies from rain, snow.j 
ice and wind. but sides, back and 
roof should not be too confining.! 
Interiors of sheltered feeders should 
be light, not dark
